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New Brockton Town Council discusses s

The majority of New Brockton’s 
Town Council meeting Monday eve- 
ning centered around the police de- 
partment. 

In recent weeks, concerns have 
been expressed by some that the 
town has been dubbed a speed trap. 
There is even a sign at a local busi- 
ness on main street warning motor- 
ists of a “speed trap ahead.” 

A local television station and an 
area newspaper have done a story on 
the matter. Many views on the mat- 
ter have been expressed both pro and 
con. 

Councilman Ron McMonagle, 
who serves as police commissioner 
(liaison between the town council 
and police department), made a 
Statement concerning the matter, 

“In March and April of this year 
we received some concerns by citi- 
zens and primarily in the business 
district of New Brockton concerning 
the speed of vehicles going through 
the middle of town in a 30 mile per 
hour zone,” said McMonagle. 

Most of the concerns dealt with 
the angular parking on main street 
and the speed at which vehicles were 
passing along main street making it 
extremely dangerous for those back- 
ing out into the flow of traffic, 

McMonagle stated that at that 
time, the local news media, both 
newspaper and television, were noti- 
fied of the problem. Ads and news 
articles were run during the month of 
May advising the public that the 
speed limits in New Brockton would 
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be strictly enforced. 

During the month of June, police 
officers worked radar along the main 
street area issuing verbal and written 
warnings only during this time. 

“In the month of July, we started 
writing tickets,” said McMonagle. 
“No ticket has been written under 10 
miles an hour over the speed limit in 
the city of New Brockton.” 

The councilman gave the follow- 
ing breakdown of speeding tickets 
written in the past 92 days (August, 
September and October). 

They were as follows: 68 tickets 
have been written for those exceed- 
ing the speed limit by 11 - 14 miles 
per hour; 144 tickets have been writ- 
ten for those exceeding the speed 
limit by 15 - 20 miles per hour; 42 
tickets have been written for those 
exceeding the speed limit by 21 - 25 
miles per hour; and 10 tickets writ- 
ten for speed in excess of 26 miles 
per hour over the speed limit. 

McMonagle noted that a total of 
264 tickets were written for speed- 
ing. That comes to 2.87 tickets per 
day. “That's less than 3 tickets per 
day,” he said, 

The councilman commented that 
watching for speeders was not the 
only duty performed by police offi- 
cer. 

“We're here to protect the citi- 
zens of New Brockton,” said 
McMonagle. “Traffic has slowed 
down especially through the com- 
mercial district,...It’s definitely bet- 
ter than what it was.” 

He commended the chief of po- 
lice and his men for the job that they

A local citizen attending Mon- 
day's meeting commended McMon- 
agle. “You've really done your 
homework,” he said, 

Luey Stuckey, a citizen of the 
town, expressed concern for the lack 
of a fulltime (24 hours per day) dis- 
patcher for the police department. 

The council acknowledged a 
problem in this area, Council mem- 
bers stated that several attempts to 
provide a round-the-clock dispatcher 
for the police department had been 
unsuccessful. Bottom line, the prob- 
lem is finances. 

It was noted that after business 
hours, second and third shifts, the 
phones at the police station are 
Switched to ring at the Coffee 
County Jail and police officers are 
dispatched to complaints from there. 

The council also heard a variety 
of complaints from citizens in atten- 
dance concerning driver’s license 
checks, police officers following cit- 
izens, seemingly unwarranted traffic 
stops, ete. 

Members of the council commit- 
ted to striving to make things better 
with the police department and ac- 
knowledged that things are not per- 
fect. 

The mayor and individual coun- 
cilmen asked the public to notify 
them personally of any complaints 
they may have against the police de- 
partment. They also thanked them 
for their attendance and input. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that during the past month, 
his department had answered 16 
complaints, made 4 arrests, and is- 
sued 128 traffic citations. Eight dogs 
had been taken to the Elba Dog 
Pound. 

He stated that the rescue squad 
had made 15 runs and the fire de- 
partment had responded to 6 fires. 

Fire Chief James Brown noted 
that the outside work on the new fire 
station had been completed and 
work had begun on the inside. 

Other matters of business acted 
on by the council were as follows; 

***A greed to a contract with Ti- 
tan Insurance Company as its munic- 
ipal insurance carrier. The estimated 
annual savings to the town is 
$10,000.00. Southeast Insurance of 
Elba is the agency through which 
the coverage is provided. 

***Hired senior aide to assist the 
city clerk, 

***Voted to give garbage con- 
tractor Royce Herrington one week 
to submit the proper paperwork to 
the town or another contractor would 
be sought. 

***Agreed to update the phone 
system at city hall at a cost of 
$2,691.20. GTE will provide the 
equipment, 

*** Approved a FY-98 budget for 
the town of $310,908.00. 
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$27,272.80. 
***Approved the city clerk's at- 
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peed trap implication 


***Paid monthly bills totalling tendance at a training seminar Nov, and the day after as paid holidays for

During the week of October 27 
thru 31, 1997, Lt, Herbert and Ferro 
completed intensive training at the 
Regional Counterdrug Training 
Academy in Meridian, Mississippi. 

Nationally recognized instructor 
Jack Robicheaux is a certified judge 
for the United States Police Canine 
Association and a board member for 
Region 10 of this organization. 

Robicheaux is also a board mem- 
ber for the National Narcotics Detec- 
tion Dog Association, 

Certification offers the handler a 
process of having his dog's profi- 
ciency evaluated by an objective sec- 
ond party. 

ere are many reasons why a 
handler should have his dog certi- 
fied, For example, it provides the op- 
portunity to have a second party pro- 
vide an unbiased evaluation of his 
dog’s ability to detect narcotics. 

advantages of this are that a 
handler will receive a wue picture of 
his dog's proficiency. If the evalua- 
tion is done by a nationally recog- 
nized organization, against national: 
ly recognized criteria, then the 
handler will have the opportunity to 
have his dog's proficiency evaluated 
against these nationally recognized 
Standards. 
Such evaluation may be particu-

larly important if a handler’s dog’s 
credibility is questioned in the due 
process of the legal system,

Not enjoying having to tell folks “Don't know what he 
plans to do now that the Lt. Governor is an announced candidate,” we 
‘asked the hoxSe npde well, Terry himself. Still we don't know. Judge 
Butts said last Wednesday that he is still talking with those urging him 
fo run and looking at the race, but it takes a lot of money for a credible 
- campaign. With special interest donations already lining up elsewhere, 
he thinks it would be awful tough, if not impossible, to raise the money 
 hecessary to mount a successful campaign. Still, he was in Mobile last 
week, speaking at a big convention, to a lot of movers and shakers. 
What does this mean? You decide ... it could mean Butts will run any- 
way; it could mean he will stay where he is on the Alabama Supreme 
‘Court; it could mean ... well it could mean he will come back to Cof- 
(fee County and jump stumps, who knows. We also heard some politi- 
‘cal types were urging Judge Butts to get into one of the other statewide 
‘races next year (which office varies with every story teller), but when 
sasked, Terry just laughed and admitted he had heard the same things. 


‘The debate in Enterprise over local funding of education is a no win 
battle for all parties. Mayor Johnny Henderson will probably soon 
learn not to take on all the parents in town ... plus School Superinten- 
dent Thad Morgan. The school administration, in turn, will face a lot of 
flak over their $8 million reserve account. The city government has al- 
ready lost a battle on increasing business licenses. They had to rescind 
an ordinance on that, probably not because it was an increase, but be- 
cause it was to much at one time. Now those backing the school fund- 
ing cap will probably “lose face” again before the dust settles around 
the school funding issue. Then school administrators will wind up 
spending down their cash reserve to mute the complaints in that depart- 
ment. There is a fine line between good management of finances and 
squiring away monies needed to educate children. Opinions on where 
this line is vary greatly, but it is a given that politicians don’t like to 
see cash reserves in another agency’s bank account. There have been 
many major fights over much smaller surpluses. We are not going to 
ven try to run the City of Enterprise nor the Enterprise school system 
:... both have done well for many years without our help. We do hope 
all this debate doesn’t hurt a city which is serious about making 
PROGRESS a working part of it’s motto nor a school system which 
‘regularly turns out high quality students who can hold their own with 
‘any in the nation. 


‘At the time, it appeared the U. S. was right in stopping the war in Iraq 
‘before destroying everything. More and more it is looking like that de- 
cision was shortsighted. Bad guy Saddam Hussein still doesn’t know 
he was defeated and is issuing ultimatums to the Americans as he tries 
to hide his military secrets. He gets Iraqi citizens all worked up with 
speeches about the cruel Americans, when actually he just wants to 
keep the U.S. away from his weapons storage and building plants. This 
zuy will keep on prodding the U.S. nerves until he dies or until he 
touches a nerve which is overly sensitive and is again plunged into a 
‘war he can’t win. 


‘The New Brockton police department has come under fire recently as a 
speed trap.” No one can deny they have written a whole bunch of 
Speeding tickets in recent months. However, we heard Chief Driggers 
issue warnings that this was going to happen if traffic didn’t slow 
down. Personally, we hope any tickets being written are in downtown 
New Brockton where the problem appears to be and not out of the city 
limits-in the jurisdiction. In years past we have witnessed the New 
Brockton (plus Elba and others) police officers parked beside the road, 
put in the police jurisdiction, late at night and before daylight in the 
rhornings, “working the radar.” That would be the perfect time to rob 
downtown businesses ... when that lone enthusiastic police officer is 
on duty and out in the country writing speeding tickets.

Many Federal Education Dollars Miss the Classroom 


Recent studies show that be- 
tween one quarter to one-third of 
federal tax dollars spent on education 
don’t go to the classroom at all - but 
rather go to feed the federal bureau- 
cracy. The conservative Congress is 
now focusing the spotlight on this 
inefficiency while working to restore 
our children’s education to top prior- 
ity. 

Although federal education 
spending only amounts to five to six 
percent of all education spending na- 
tionally, people don’t know that this 
five to six percent adds up to $100 
billion a year on more than 760 fed- 
eral education programs, which span 
40 separate federal agencies, Clearly, 
there is no shortage of federal educa- 
tion funding — just a lack of good 
management in the federal govern- 
ment. Asis the case with most things 
in Washington, the bureaucracy si- 
phons off a significant share of tax 
dollars before they can reach the in- 
tended recipient — in this instance 
our children’s classrooms. 

One such example is the U.S, 
Department of Education's elemen- 
tary and secondary education pro- 
gram budget, Of the total $15.4 bil- 
lion spent by this government agency 
for children’s education, $5.4 billion 
remains in the government. Some of 
that money is spent on mountains of 
studies which have little to do with 
educating our youth, These include 
publications that the Education De- 
partment sells to the public ranging 
from career planning to research tech- 
niques to studies oncement, Wouldn't 
this money be better spent on books 
or computers in ourlocal classrooms? 

In addition to the waste, the 
federal education bureaucracy is 
fraught with red tape, hopelessly ty-

ing the hands of teachers and local 
educators in search of additional class- 
room funds. For example, teachers 
who try to secure education grants 
must waste hours upon hours on an 
application process that takes 21 


weeks and churns through no less | 


than 216 tedious steps of bureaucratic 
red tape. This red tape also places a 
costly and unnecessary burden on our 
already cash-strapped local and state 
education budgets. 

In an effort to infuse some 
common sense into our federal edu- 
cation policy, the U.S, House of Rep- 
resentatives resoundingly passed H, 
Res. 139, the Dollars to the Class- 
room resolution, last week, This 310 
to 99 vote expressed the sense of the 
U.S, House that the U.S. Department 
of Education, state education depart- 
ments, and local education agencies 
must work together to ensure that not 
less than 90 percent of all funds in- 
tended for carrying out elementary 
and secondary education programs is 
spent for our children in their class- 
rooms, If this effort is successful, the 
result would mean an additional 
$1,800 for each classroom across 
America, 

On March 27, 1996, before the 
National Governor's Association, 
President Clinton correctly pointed 
out that, “We cannot ask the Ameri- 
can people to spend more on educa- 
tion until we do a better job with the 
money we've got now,” Unfortu- 
nately, since then he has proposed a 
new layer of bureaucracy in the name 
of national testing, 

Congress has made itclearthat 
money for ‘education’ should go di- 
rectly to teachers who know your 
child’s name, not Washington bu- 
reaucrats,

She has decorated her room to look like 
a rainforest, Mrs. Jinright started this 
project two years ago and has been 
steadily adding on to the forest. This is a 
project that her Environmental Science 
class takes an active participation in. 

Mrs. Jinright not only has trees in her 
room but she has vines, a mural of a wa- 
terfall, drawings of various animals na- 
tive to the rainforest, and descriptions of 
the animals beside them. Now before 
you say, "Oh boy! A bunch of trees!,” 
think about the real reason she chose to 
decorate her room in such a manner. She 
does so in order to emphasize the need 
for rainforests. 

Many peopie do not take the time to 
think about the importance of the rain- 
forests to life. Humans and plants need 
each other to live, Plants take in carbon 
dioxide and release oxygen as a by- 
product. Animals and humans in return 
take in the oxygen and release carbon di- 
oxide, This is important but this is not 
the only reason we need the rainforest.

‘HOPE Scholarship, tax breaks cut cost of college 

+ The new federal HOPE Scholarship and other features included in the 
federal Tax Relief Act of 1997 promise to make education at Enterprise 
State College an even better bargain this spring than it has been in the past, 
according to a spokesperson for the college. 

‘. Technically not a “scholarship” but a tax credit, the HOPE legislation al- 
dows eligible students pursuing the first two years of postsecon educa- 
tion to receive a federal tax credit for 100 percent of the first $1,000 of wi- 
tion and fees and 50 percent of the second $1,000 on their federal income 
dax, 
‘,. Students must be enrolled at least half-time (six credit hours) in a de- 
ee, certificate, or other program leading to a recognized education creden- 

. The measure takes effect Jan, 1, 1998, and applies to education provid- 
éd in academic periods beginning after that date. 

| HOPE does come with a few strings, however, Individual filers who earn 
more than $50,000, and joint filers with adjusted gross income exceeding 
§ 100,000 do not qualify, In addition, students who have been convicted of a 
felony for the possession or distribution of a controlled substance are ineli- 
gible. And students who receive other forms of financial aid such as a Pell 
Grant will have the amount of their eligibility for HOPE reduced by the 
amount of aid they receive. 

Other Tax Relief Act measures include the fact that college juniors, sen- 
iors, graduate students, adulis returning to college, and s ls allending 
less than half time are eligible for a new lifetime learning credit, The credit 
is worth 20 percent of the first $5,000 of ition and fees through 2002 and 
20 percent of the first $10,000 after that. 

The same restrictions that apply to HOPE are in effect for this benefit, 
The credit is available for expenses paid after June 30, 1998.

There were no curtains, the sets were 
simple, and scenery was not like that of 
today, Because of these variables, the au- 
dience was much more dependant on 
their imaginations to make the play a 
success, The theater, then, was a social 
place, much like a movie theater is to- 
day,

Student Get Shots

The Coffee County Health De- 
paitment gave the Tetanus and Diph- 
theria shots and the proper doc- 
umentation as prescribed by law. There 
was not a cost for the shot. 

If the parents wanted their child to 
have the shot they had to fill out a form 
asking for the students name, birthdate, 
social security number, and parents sig- 
nature. If the child has had a shot in the 
past ten years they didn't need another 
one. 

If the parents wanted their personal 
doctor to administer the shot they had to 
have the proper documentation to the 
school within ten days so that the child's 
immunization record can be in com- 
pliance with state guidelines. 

Tetanus (lockjaw) and diphtheria are 
very serious diseases. Tetanus is caused 
by a germ that enters the body through a 
cut or wound, Diphtheria spreads when a 
germ passes from the infected person to 
the nose and throat of others. Tetanus 
causes painful spasms of all muscles. It 
can lead to locking of the jaw. Diph- 
theria causes a thick coating in the 
nose,throat, or airway. It can lead to 
breathing problems, heart failure, paraly- 
sis, and death. 

Vaccination is the best way to protect 
yourself from Tetanus and Diphtheria, 
Because vaccinations are given there are 
less cases of the diseases. TD is made for 
people 7 years of age and older. People 
should have at least 3 doses of any tet- 
anus and diphtheria vaccinations in their 
lifetime. The risks of TD vaccine are 
very small. Soreness, redness, or swell- 
ing may occur after the shot. Severe 
problems that happen very rarely are al- 
lergic reaction, deep aching pain, and 
muscle wasting in the arm. If a serious 
reaction occurs see a doctor.

Cotton seed is rich 
economical cow feed 


With the increase in cotton pro- 
duction around the Wiregrass and 
Coffee County, and with oats on 
short supply and corn prices up, 
more people than ever are interested 
in feeding whole cotton seed. 

There is a lot of concern from 
time to time that cows will founder 
on whole cotton seed, or that a bull 
will be sterilized if fed whole cotton 
seed, as well as other concerns. 

Whole cotton seed has an ex- 
tremely high fat content. The energy 
in it runs around 98 percent, which is 
about as high as any feed I know. 
The protein runs about 25 percent. 

Because of the high fat content, 
theoretically, cattle should almost 
self-limit themselves on eating 
whole cotton seed; however, I have 
never totally trusted this. So I still 
recommend hand feeding so many 
pounds per head per day. I just feel 
this is the safest way. I know for a 
fact that there are producers around 
the country who are feeding whole 
cotton seed free choice and have not 
had any problems. Still, I guess it 
makes me a little uneasy to feed 
something that high in energy free 
choice. a 

I have talked to several nutrition- 
ists as it relates to feeding herd bulls 
whole cotton seed and about the ru- 
mor of their being sterilized by it, 
and no one I have talked to has seen 
any research to indicate that rumor is 
valid. 

Most nutritionists tell me that 
bulls would have to ingest a massive 
quantity for a long extended period 
of time to ever cause any kind of 
sterilization. 

If you are still concerned about 
this, however, I would encourage 
you to talk to your veterinarian, or 
give me a call or talk to anyone else 


I would feed them five pounds of Bryanna Edgar, 


whole cotton seed per head per day. 
I would make hay available to them 
free choice and have a good mineral 
available free choice as well. 

When feeding whole cotton seed 
at five pounds per head per day and 
free choice peanut hay, you are feed- 
ing about a 13 percent or better pro- 
tein ration. The energy level on this 
feed runs about 64 percent. 

When feeding whole cotton seed 
at five pounds per head per day and 
free choice coastal bermuda or ba- 
haia hay, your protein will run right 
at 12 percent and be just a little over 
60 percent energy. Both these rations 
do a good job of meeting a lactating 
cow’s nutritional needs. 

_ It is very important that you com- 
bine the whole cotton seed {o lactact- 
ing cows and avoid feeding dry preg-

Long meeting greets new commission chairman

Monday's meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission lasted longer 
than usual with several items on the 
agenda creating several minutes of 
discussion, Commissioner Robert 
Stephens, newly elected chairman, 
presided over the meeting. 

Commissioners took care of “old 
business” carried over from their last 
meeting. The awarding of the bid for 
the emergency generator for the 
county’s emergency management 
agency was tabled at the October 
30th meeting. 

EMA Director Charles Webb was 
asked to negotiate with the low bid- 
der in an attempt to get the bid low- 
éred. The price of the generator was 
greater than expected; however, the 
specified generator should provide 
power to the EMA office in the 
event of an emergency as well as the 


‘county commission offices located 
-in the building. 


Chairman Stephens recapped the 
bid and funding on the generator 
prior to asking for a vote from the 
commission. 

H.& H Equipment’s (an Enter- 
prise firm) low bid of $28,424.00 
was adjusted to $28,324 at the re- 
quest of Webb. The grant monies re- 
ceived from the state for this project 
is $18,750.00 leaving the amount to 
be furnished by the county at 
$9,574.00. 

Stephens noted that the original 
commitment on the generator, by the 
county, was $6,250.00. He explained 
that the county will have to increase 


its allocation by $3,324.00. The 
EMA agreed to designate $500 from 
its budget toward this project leaving 
the county’s increased share at 
$2,824.00 ($9,074 from the county 
& $500 from the EMA). 

Prior to the vote, Commissioner 
Doug Dalrymple questioned the ne- 
cessity of a 3-phase generator and 
other options that could possibly be 
deleted decreasing the cost of the 
generator. 

The purchase of the generator 
was approved with Commissioners 
Dalrymple and Tom Grimsley cast- 
ing dissenting votes. 

Ronnie Kennington appeared be- 
fore the commission to discuss a wa- 
ter problem on his property located 
at the intersection of County Roads 
648 & 649. 

According to Kennington, bea- 
vers have built a dam causing water 
to back up on his property. It has 
also hampered drainage of a pipe un- 
der the roadway. 

After a short period of discussion, 
County Engineer Randy Tindell rec- 
ommended that he and his staff work 
with the county’s licensed beaver 
trapper in solving the problem. He 
noted that the dam could be re- 
moved; however, if the beavers are 
not captured, the problem will only 
return. 

The commissioners agreed to go 
along with Tindell’s suggestion. 

Mary Jon Sneckenberger, chair- 
person of the Coffee County Board 
of Registrars, appeared before the 
commissioners seeking their help in 
accurately updating the county’s vot- 


Coffee County man in wreck dies 
from gunshot wound to head

A Coffee County man died as a 
result of a gunshot wound to the 
head late Saturday evening. 

Rescue and law enforcement per- 
sonnel were called to the scene of a 
wreck on AL. Hwy. 189 north of 
Elba shortly before 7:00 p.m. last 
Saturday evening. 

Upon their arrival, Elba Rescue 
Squad personnel found Jimmy Jones 
Bryan, 40, lying partially outside of 
an overturned pickup truck. 

Jones was suffering from a severe 
wound to the head and had little or 
no vital signs. Rescuers began ad- 
ministering CPR (Cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation) and transported the 
victim to Elba General Hospital. 

Emergency room personnel at 
EGH were able to sustain life sup- 
port for Bryan and he was transport- 
ed to Southeast Alabama Medical 
Center in Dothan, 

While enroute to SEAMC via 
Coffee County EMS, Bryan’s condi- 
tion worsened and the ambulance 
stopped enroute at Flowers Hospital 
in Dothan. 

Emergency personnel were un- 
able to revive Bryan and he was pro- 
nounced dead, 

During a more thorough examina- 
tion of his injuries, Flowers ER per- 
sonnel discovered that Bryan had 
been shot in the head. 

Authorities were notified and a 


more intense investigation was be- 
gun into what started out as an auto- 
mobile accident. 

During the removal of the 
wrecked vehicle, a 22 caliber revol- 
ver had been discovered at the scene 
and had been retrieved by the state 
trooper investigating the accident. 

According to preliminary reports, 
the wound and the projectile recov- 
ered from the victim’s head were 
from a 22 caliber weapon, 

During their preliminary investi- 
gation, authorities have ruled out 
foul play. 

Bryan was last seen alive at 6:35 
p.m. (Saturday) in Brantley, Ala- 
bama where he had made a purchase 
at a local grocery store. 

The victim lived on a Brantley ru- 
ral postal route but he lived in Cof- 
fee County, His residence is located 
on Co, Rd, 337. 

Since Bryan was _ pronounced 
dead in a Houston County hospital, 
Coroner Robert Byrd will make the 
final ruling as to the cause and man- 
ner of death in this case. 

An autopsy was performed Mon- 
day, in Dothan, to determine the 
cause of death, 

A joint investigation is being con- 
ducted by the Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Department, 12th Judicial Cir- 
cuit District Attorney's Office, 
Alabama State Troopers, and the Al- 
abama Department of Forensic Sci- 
ence.

At the present time, there are just 
over 20,650 active registered voters 
in Coffee County, but there are 
7,747 voter who have been placed 
on the inactive list due to incorrect 
address information. 

Since January, the registrars have 
been working to find the most cur- 
rent addresses of county voters. 

Non-forwardable cards were sent 
out to the last known addresses of 
voters. If the address was correct, it 
was not necessary for the voter to re- 
turn the card. 

However, if the address of the 
voter on the card had been changed, 
the post office noted the new address 
and returned the card to the regis- 
trars. 

Due to a new federal law, a phone 
call by the voter is no longer suffi- 
cient to update voter registration. It 
has to be done in person. 

The Board of Registrars is asking 
commissioners and the public to 
help in locating these inactive voters 
and making sure all county voters 
are properly identified. 

In January of 1998, a list of inac- 
tive voters will be published in the 
local newspapers. 

Any voter who has moved or has 
questions concerning their voter reg- 
istration should contact the Board of 
Registrar’s office at 894-5347 or go 
by their office located in the County 
Complex in New Brockton.

County Engineer Randy Tindell pre- 
sented a resolution calling for the 
adoption of the revised subdivisions 
regulations for the county. 

For the past several weeks, the 
commissioners have been reviewing 
and recommending changes in the 
present subdivision regs. 

Commissioners asked that the 
vote on the resolution be postponed 
until the next meeting. This will give 
them time to review the final version 
of the new subdivision regulations. 
The engineer was to provide the 
commissioners with copies of the 
finished product Monday afternoon. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks in- 
troduced a resolution seeking ap- 
proval from the United States Justice 
Department - Civil Rights Division 
that the voting location in District 5 
Beat 6 be changed. 

Presently, voters in that beat vote 
at Virgil Coleman’s Mortuary in 
Elba. The resolution seeks a change 
from Coleman’s Mortuary to the old 
Mulberry Heights School in the 
same general location. 

The change, should it be ap- 
proved by the Justice Department, 
will become effective on all elec- 
tions held after Nov. 1, 1997. The 
commission approved the resolution. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
thanked the Elba Utility Board for 
extending a waterline on Co, Rd. 
224 and the Jack Water Authority 
for approving an extension on Co. 
Rd, 219, 


She also thanked State Senator 
Dwight Adams for obtaining $4,000 
to be used toward the funding of a 
new baseball field at Zion Chapel 
High School. 

Commissioner Grimsley brought 
up the possible purchase of electron- 
ic voting machines that the commis- 
sion has been looking into for the 
past several weeks, 


He noted that under the present 
circumstances, a total of 45 ma- 
chines would be required at a cost of 
$249,000.00. 

Grimsley stated the following sta- 
tistics based on past elections: the 
county has 7 districts with 33 differ- 
ent voting locations (beats); 15 loca- 
tions have 500 or less voters regis- 
tered to vote; 7 of the 15 have less 
than 200 voters; in the last election, 
62% of the county’s registered vot- 
ers voted; some locations had as few 
as 34 voters casting votes; and four 
of the locations are less than four 
miles apart. 

“We could eliminate cight of 
these machines by combining all 
beats with 500 or less voters,” said 
Grimsley. “That would be a savings 
of $44,000.00 plus the poll workers 
and maintenance cost.” 

“These voting houses were set up 
in the Depression Era when people 
Were in a horse and buggy days. A 
lot of people had to walk to vote. 

“Other county personnel that I 
have talked to that went to electronic 
voting have consolidated some of 
their houses in some way or an- 
other,” Grimsley said. 

Following that statement, he 
made a motion to consolidate all vot- 
ing houses that have 500 or less reg- 
istered voters. 

Grimsley commented that his 
only motive was to save the tax pay- 
ers money and to update the method 
of voting in Coffee County. 

Commissioners Westbrook and 
Stephens both voiced their disap- 
proval of closing any voting houses
